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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant argues that the prior art of record 
does not disclose that the connections/contacts receive a control voltage whereby an electric field is produced to control a current flowing 
in said diffusion region. First there are contacts fornned on the trench regions and the substrate according to the claim and both 
Nakagawa and Yamaguchi disclose contacts on the trench and the substrate (gate, source and drain contacts). Next the examiner states 
it is inherent to, one of ordinary skill in the art, that the basic operation of a MOS device comprises applying a control voltage on the 
source or drain and the gate whereby an electric field is produced that controls the current flow between the diffusion regions, with 
reference to a supporting reference Conner (US 3,813,586). Therefore for example in Nakagawa the voltage applied to the source 
electrode does effect the electric field and therefore the current flow of the device. Applicant nowhere in the claims disclose that the 
control voltage is applied only to the gate electrode, but even if applicant did as stated in the remarks received on 10-1 1-05 it is well know 
that you apply a voltage to the gate to control the current flow. Therefore, a limitation that the gate electrode is applied with a control 
voltage to control the current flow would have no patentable weight due to it being well known in the art. The prior art of record has gate 
electrodes, therefore it would be obvious to use the applied voltage across the gate to control the current flow. 
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
